STEAMER ATliANtTOFTHHT" 
GOODRICH LINE IS BURNED; 

FISHING- TUG SAVES CREW 



The big steamer Atlanta of the Goodrich' 
lino burned to the water's cdao eight miles 
off Sheboygan Sunday afternoon, and sbcty- 
ono people narrowly escaped death after n 
heroic balllo to savo the ship. 

The fine fltcamer is a total wreck and 
the toss Is estimated at 9200,000, One life 
wns tost, Michael Iliokoy, a deckhand, who 
fell overboard, i 

It is a story of a gallant fight to save the 
Bhip that the captain and members of the 
crew told when 'they were brought in by 
thn steamer Georgia of the samo line. 
They had been transferred to tho steamer 
by the fishing tug A. 'A. Tosslcr of Fort 
Washington, which made the rescue. 

Many of thom^benr witneiB to the strug- 
gle with the (lames by bad burns on the 
face and 'band a, nud others are ill as the 
result of tbelr exertions and suffering in 
the blinding smoke. 

But for the fact that tlio fishing tug 
Tesslor, in charge of. Captain Smith, re- 
sponded quickly to the call for ' assistance, 
given by Captain McCnutoy of the doomed 
sleamer, the tale might bnvo bean told 
that' would have almost rivaled the horror 
of the Lady El (tin disaster of earlier days. 

It was a joyous moment of thanksgiving 



for the men fighting tho fire when they 
beheld the Tessler coming to tho rescue. 

The ropes of the life boats were charred 
nnd Roino of llicm were burned through 
when tho Atlanta's men turned to flee for 
safety. Some of the boats could hardly be 
manned, Some of them had burned, 
ThoRQ that reached the life boats and low- 
ered tbem into the lake reached tlio tug 
easily, but many of tho deckhands were 
obliged to jump into tho water and somo 
to the deck of the tug, which was close 
nlongfiide, or be consumed in the fiery 
furnace that blazed behind them. 

The steamer is a burned mass of scrap 
which has-been toned to the shore about 
throo miles north of Fort Washington, 

Only two passtmgess were on board, .all 
of tho others being employed on the steam- 
er. All of tho records of tho steamer are 
lost, 

The Atlanta was a wooden steamer of 
1,129 gross tons. It was built in Cleve- 
land in 1801 and was valued at (70,000 
according to Inland Lloyd's register. 

Shortly after being built in Cleveland 
the vessel was slightly rebuilt at Manito- 
woc before it went into the service of tho 
company.

Thtj nurae was deaf and Saturday 
jjightAa,t, .abont-vse^whlle i"aho, slept- her 
pntipnt got awiiy from her, A bit *U'fer 
she wandered into Zion power hpuss and 
asked the Ii reman there where she could 
find. a good place in which to die. The 
man did not pay much attention to [ her 
and she went away, to be found dead a 
short time after- 
It is believed that Mrs. Tanner, deliber- 
ately threw herself into the .path, of the 
train. 

Extract of the Law Pertaining to Do* 
Dies tic Animals Running at Largo 

It afaall bo tbo duty of the highway corn- 
mi Bsioners ir, towns under township organ- 
ization to select and prepare a suitable 
pound near the center of each township 
and appoint a poundmaster and fix his 
fees and salary, Said poundmaster shall 
hold his office for one year or until his suc- 
cessor ib elected. Act of 1905.;' 
' That hereafter it shall bo unlawful for 
any animal of the species of horse, ass, 
mule, cattle, sheep, goat, swine; or geese 
to run at largs in the state of Illinois. 
' Whoever being the owner or having 
control of any domestic animal of the 
species mentioned above shall Buffer the 
same to run at largo, fine for same not leas 
or more than 910.00 for each offense, Hand 
for every day he shall permit the same to 
run at largeanfter once being convicted 
under this act. V

People who know the 
coal business predict the greatest strike in 
the history of the country and as the rail- 
roads need the coal for operation -they are 
getting. after and corraling the visible 
supply. While a planned confiscation can- 
not be proven against the roads, yet the 
report is well authenticated and if the 
confiscation is proven, like in simitar in- 
stances, the roads are expected to throw up 
their hands and pay for tho fuel at market 
rates, 

■- Inasmuch as at Waukegan is located the 
concern that supplies at least northern 
Illinois with nil its fuel, the Western Coal 
nnd. Dock Company, tho fact of tho road 
action is of import; Tho Western Cod! 
and Dock Co. has contracted for e\ery ton 
of soft coal on its docks, Aa this is the 
staple of tho local company I tho enormous 
sale of the commodity is taken as an in- 
dication that all Waukegan and round 
about concerns am preparing for tho antic- 
ipated coat strike on' the tint day of April, 
The American Steel and Wire company 
alone lias a pile of coal that will run 25,- 
0C0 tons and there is a gang of twelve 
men taking care of it, tho work of unload- 
ing and piling. 

Strike nignu are multiplying and all of 
the largo concerns of the land aro ninking 
preparations to'tide oyer u po^hlo several 
mouths, during which no coal: will be 
shipped or even mined,

The question having arose as to whether 
a vacancy existed in the office of justice of 
the peace.

This mnkes the 
total fatalities by the storm In the San 
Juan mining district seventeen. 

Guyed unmercifully by bis fellow pris- 
oners because he allowed himself to be 
caught. Cunliffe, who Is serving a sen- 
tence for stealing $100,000 from the Ad- 
nma Express Company in Pittsburg, at- 
tempted suicide. Ho wnn npprehended by 
the prison gtinrds before he had a chance 
to hurt himself seriously.

The revelation that a boy who 
left his home in Chlcngo last August to 
join a traveling theatrical company had 
become n forger caused surprise among 
the members of the family. Whittle was 
engnged to be married to Miss Catherine 
Morrison, a pretty girl who lives in Chi- 
cago.

Supreme Cunrt Dealdet Tlief Host 

Convict TlicitiMolvrn. 

Corporations' enn- no', receive Immu- 
nity from IncrliLilimtiun ns Individuals 
nnd corporation ortlelfils must testify 
when called before grand Juries, 0111- 
cers of corporations muy be granted 
Immunity ns Individuate", lmt must pro- 
duce evidence to convict the corpora- 
tions In which they are Interested. All 
corporations lire creations of n sover- 
eign power nnd nre not privileged to 
commit tiny Illegal net or possess any-- 
thing unlawful, When n corporation 
does either It is placed beyond the pale 
of constitutional protection. . 

This 1h the principle laid down by 
decisions of the United States Supremo 
Court In four cases affecting the pupor 
nml tobacco*' trusts;, The result will he 
that all ' corporations must produce 
their books and papers when actions 
are brought against them by the gov- 
ernment and witnesses may be com- 
pelled to answer all questions, Imll- 
v Id it u Is may have Immunity from self- 
Incriminations, but corporations are not 
Individuals. 

It Is possible under the Supreme 
Court's decisions fiir the Department of 
Justice absolutely to prevent the com- 
mission of Illegal ami unlawful acts by 
any corporation. No corporation against 
which proceedings are ins Unit nil bore- 
itfter' can avoid convicting Itself If any 
of Its nets have been Illegal. 'A cor- 
poration tvll! henceforth have no 'pro- 
tection in the courts from self -convic- 
tion unless Its books and papers are de- 
stroyed by some olllcer, who will as- 
sume responsibility for contempt. 

Two opinions were rendered regard- 
ing the tobacco trust and two ufTcctliiK 
the paper trust. Justice Brown linntlco. 
down the decision on the tobacco trust 
nnd Justice MelCcniln on the paper 
trust. Justice Mclvoiinn rend his deci- 
sions first nnd referred forward to 
Justice Brown's opinions, which follow- 
ed, thus Interlocking the four eases in- 
volving Identical principles.

In n bond-on collision on a curve 
near Adobe, Col., about 2 o'clock Fri- 
day morning, the heavy New Mexico 
and Colorado express and the Leadvllle- 
Donver local No. 10 of tbo Denver nnd 
Rio Uramle Railroad were turned Into 
a muss of wreckngo and fifty -persons 
were reported killed. Failure to deliv- 
er the train dispatcher's revised orders, 
making a change In meeting points, wns 
the direct cause of the disaster.' 

A blinding blizzard prevailed nt the 
time of the wreck. Fire will eh envel- 
oped the ruins of the conches and ex- 
press and mall curs a moment after the 
collision added Its horrors to the scene. 
Many bodies taken from .the burning 
mass could not be Identified, so badly 
are they chip- rod. Belief trains were 
scut from Pueblo and Florence ns soon' 
as news of tbe.disuster was received by 
the railroad authorities, but because of 
of the cold, snow and smoke from the 
burning wreck the work of the relief 
ereivs wns slpiv, 

The express train, known ns No, fi, 
was n double-header. Death came' to 
Engineer Walter Cnuslet of the first en- 
gine of the express 11a lie sat In his 
cab trying to work the emergency 
brakes. Fireman A.. II. Smith, In Engi- 
neer Cuuslet's engine, saw the headlight 
of No. 10 ns the latter rounded, the 
curve about 200 yards awny, rushed to 
Ids engineer's side to warn him nnd 
Jumped. Engineer William, nollls of 
the local was killed In his cab. Ills 
charred body was recovered nnd easily 
identified. Fireman Suddworth also was 
killed. 

Little short of marvelous was the 
cscnjH! from death of Engineer Grant 
Kelkcr nnd Fireman Harry Hnrtmuu, 
crew of the second engine of No. 8. 
Kelker snw No. 10's headlight and, 
opening his air valve to the limit, 
shouted to Ida fireman. Both Jumped 
from the cab. 

Collide an a. Curve. 

The scene of the wreck Is near mile 
post 147, where a bluff mnkes the road 
turn sharply. It Is only. a short dis- 
tance west of the place where passen- 
ger train No. 10 and freight train No. 
03 collided Oct. 15, 100-1, causing the 
death of seven persons nml the Injury 
of many. Condition* at this point are 
trying even In normal 'weather, because 
the Santa Fe tracks parallel the Denver 
and Rio Grande rails. It la easy for 
an englncuiiin of the Rio Grande to 
suppose' that an appronelilng headlight 
jls that of n San hi Fe engine. It Is 
Impossible for the cnglueiueii to see 
each other's trains until the locomotives 
are within- 200 yards of each other. 
The" three engines were destroyed, hut 
none of the tourist mid standard sleep- 
ers wns demolished. 
. It Is said that the train dispatcher 
originally Intended to haye No. 3 and 
No, 10 meet nt Adobe, one nnd one-half 
miles from the scene of the wreck. At 
Florence the conductor nnd engineer 
of -No, 10 received orders to meet No; 
3 at Beaver, five miles east of Portland. 
The express train, It was sftld, was to 
have received similar orders at -Swal- 
lows, but In the blizzard the train may 
have ran [last an order board. No or- 
ders were given-' ta No. 3 to bofd nt 
Reaver for the local and the double- 
header rushed on toward Adobe. The 
collision followed. 



THE COAL SITUATION. 



Strike of A iiiiir'neiit- Miner* Xnvr 
Seems I'rotinble, 

. The coal iniue situation Is far from 
being settled. No man can prophesy.' 
with any degree of certainty Jttst what 
the 'Outcome will be. Froiii present up- 
iwiiraiiees, however, It seems likely that 
the bituminous miners will receive a 
considerable advance in wages rang- 
ing anywhere fromCQ ,to 111 per cent 
This, however, Is dependent upon the 
outcome: of the dlsputu between • the 
anthracite miners and operators, ' The 
anthracite miners have demanded nn 
lncrense la wages, an eight-hour day, 
equalized pay and other modifications 
of the present system. The, operators 
ha vo. announced that they will refuse 
every* ono of these demands.' If tbo 
men force the operators to Increase 
wages or If .they close the mines by 
striking, the bituminous operators will 
grant the advance demanded of them, 
for the. reason that the Increased cost 
of production or the lessened output of 
anthracite would create a greater de- 
mand for soft coal nnd therefore give 
them an entering, wedge Into a market 
now controlled by their, rivals. The 
success of the bituminous miners de- 
pends, It would seem, on the anthracite 
men either going on strike or winning 
their demands, and at the present mo- 
ment a strike seems probable. The op- 
erators claim they have so much coal 
od hand that unless n strike Is pro- 
longed during the greater part of a 
year It will not be necessary to raise 
the price of coal,

There la no need of being bothered 
with ch'cken lice. Anything that will 
klll'Hce on sheep will also fix these 
chicken pests. Then, dipping Is so 
much more convenient and Is attended 
with leas danger than greasing.

A Good ronltrr-Uonae, 

By far too many poultry houses arc 
built high and wide. The high bouse 
must be more warmly constructed than 
tho low house, .while tho wide house 
gives for too much floor room, and es- 
pecially If the scratching shed Is ln 
use.- -By, tho proper arrangement of 
hesj^s under roost s, protected by drop- 
ping boards, space Is economized great- 
ly and, most. Important of nil, It Is pos- 
sible to got much more sunlight iuto a 
narrow hotiso than ln a wldo ono, and 
to put It where H will do the most good, 
on the floor. The profitable poultry 
bouse Is also' the one where provision 
Is made, for good ventilation, without 
draughts, whoro tho .sun will Btrlko 
,ln aud cover tha' dust boxes, where the 
nests are -In- the dark and whore the 
roosts are In tho'-warm' corner and 'ar- 
ranged bo tbnt they may be' curtained 
If further 'protection is needed' in yery 
cold weather. The walls, hack of, the 
roosts should be covered with tarred 
pape'ri so" there will b<*-' no -draught 
from that side. i 

Feed More ClftY** * H»t. 

As a rule, little clover hay is fed 
to horses, largely because of tho large 
quantity of Indigestible material In It 
u4 this Is correct so far as horses 



actively at work are concerned, hot 
clover hay may ho wifely fed, with 
other roiighnge, . to liofscs doing little 
or no work, nnd, because of the pro- 
tein content tn It will materially re 
duce the cpiitntJty of concentrated food 
needed. For feeding cows, calves, or 
ctou steers, It in«y be used to great 
advantage, still In connection with 
other roughage,- While for sheep and 
for poultry it Is especially good. 

The objectionable jKirtlon — the dust 
— Is made harmless by the process of 
wetting when the mass Is fed to pouJ-. 
try, nnd It furnishes them with a vnlu- 
nblo green food. We like It best cut 
In short pieces, and steamed, then 
mixed with bran and fed quite hot 
One feed a week of this mixture to 
either cows, sheep or poultry will bo 
very beneflelal and form n considerable 
part of the green food supply required 
for tho stock. A few carrots or man- 
gles cut fine nnd mixed In this -mass 
adds to Its value and makes It still 
more appetizing. 

Value of Skim 3111k, 

The feeding value of skim milk to 
calves or pigs depends much on what 
the animals are to bo used for. If one 
it raising a flue bred pig or calf the 
skim milk has n greater value than It 
the animal la to go to the block. Fur- 
ther, some skim milk Is of such llttla 
value. that tt ought not to be fed at 
all. Indeed, It may be fairly an Id that 
If the skim milk Is not fresh and 
sweet Its main value Is that of just 
so much mixing fluid. 

It seems to those who have experi- 
mented with tho feeding of skim milk 
that It has Its greatest value when 
given to poultry; beyond a question 
it Is one of the greatest egg producer* 
that can be fed either by Itself or 
mixed with bran and other meals 
forming a mash. Unless one has pigs 
or calves that it is desired to raise to 
add to the herd It Is advised that the 
bulk of the skim milk that is fresh and 
Bwcct go to the poultry; rits least give 
them all tbey will consume.' • By care- 
ful, watch It will be seen that such 
feeding 1b an economy, even though 
It did not largely Increase the egg pro- 
duction, which It does. 

■ 

A Rattan far Swine, 

The argument that swine can be fed 
more cheaply on corn than- op anything 
else Is fallacious If one counts for any 
value the increased gain In a given pe- 
riod under the other ration. True, If 
corn Is low In' price and other rations 
excessively high then tbo corn Is tho 
cheaper food provided' the carcass 
brings a fairly high price. It has been 
demonstrated repeatedly that In most 
localities the Idenl balanced ration tar 
swlno during the winter. Is one-half 
middlings and one-half corn meal vary- 
ing the ration by an occasional feed of 
corn on the ear without of course, the 
middlings, , 

A still cbenp ration giving quite as 
good results consists of one-third soy- 
bean meal and two-thirds corn meal, 
provided the former can be bought at 
a 'fair price. It has been proved be- 
yond question that nn entire corn ra- 
tion lays the -animal open to various 
diseases and that beyond a certain 
point, the exclusive com -ration adds 
practically nothing to tbo weight of the 
animal so that nothing is gained In 
feeding more than Is necessary to sus- 
tain life. Try one of the balanced ra- 
tions suggested .and you will. find it 
profitable as others have. 



The Dalrr Corr'm Food, 

• With a -view to getting the most out 
of the dairy cow a- good, sensible, sys- 
tem must be followed ln feeding. 
Proper feeding, must begin with the 
calf and continue right through her 
life. If the calf Is not a promising 
one, It is better to disposo of her," and 
devote tho attention to others. If she 
is worth rearing for the dairy she la 
worth nil tho attention that con be 
bestowed upon her. That Is the theory 
we must go on. 

The calf sbonld.be growing steadily 
so that at two. years she is ready to 
begin her life work. ' If a 1 [owed to go 
beyond this period she will . uVe the 
food given her to lay on fat This is 
not desirable. . Tho dairyman must 
fight ngnlnst this continually. 

When she Is fresh a slight* grain ra- 
tion should be fed to her, aud this 
should be gradually Increased until she 
is on her full ration. A full ' ration 
means all that tbo animal will eat 
without waste. No wasto food should 
bo tolerated * an . Instant. Find out j ust 
how much bUo will cat up clean, and 
lot that bo tbo dally ration,' The. proper 
proportion 'of this, ration should bo two*- 
thirds fodder and one- third grain. This 
rulo can .iuvarlnhly be followed with' 
great, success. Too much grain Is^not 
good" for dairy . cows. ^BO^oud a 'cer- 
tain point tbo grain will not increase 
tho milk flow nt all, and in the end' a 
heavy grala'.ratlori will break tbo cow 
down. This has .happened 1 time ' arid 
time again In the contests to' break rec- 
ords. For a time tbo' heavy ^ grain' -ra- 
tion stimulated 'the cows to wonderful 
exertions, and then .tbey gave way, end 
they couid' nerer' repeat ^thV'Mcoid, 
Soma of them we r«' practical I/,

Let tho tuitk stand thirty-six hours; 
then skiim If it stands longer than 
this, especially In a cold room,' tho 
cream Is 1 bible to be bitter, nnd con- 
sequently you will have hitter butter. 
Once a day turn Into the cream n quart 
of new nil Ik warm from the cow, then 
stir thoroughly. If the erenm does not 
sour by the time the bucket is nearly 
full, set It on the stove reservoir of 
warm, not hot, water, Btlrrlng frequent- 
ly until soured. Then add sweet cream, 
or new milk enough for a churning. 
Let this stuud r tyvjche hours; then warm 
on the reservoir of \v;vinn ( waterj^stlr- 
rlng often, so thut tho cream wlff wnrm 
all through. 

As soon ns the right temperature Is 
obtained the cream should be churned. 
A -little salt added to the cream after 
It Ik In the churn Is a groat help in 
separating the butter from the milk, 
mid It also aids In gathering tho but- 
ter. If tbero nro bubbles In tbo crenm 
after churning a while, add n little 
warm water frequently until the butter 
Is gathered. This is a, favorite method 
In cold' weather, and If followed you 
will always havo sweet, solid, salable 
butter. 

Massle for Hnr*cn. 

Horses sometime* net dlsngreenhle 
when working In the orchard or when 
cultivating corn or grain by trying to 
get ft mouthful of tho growing crop. 
Tho best way to overcome anch ft habit 
Is to muzzle tlie horse, but In doing 
this extreme cnro should be used that 
the horse Is not Injured nor seriously 
discommoded by tho muzzle. Take 
heavy white canvas, such as gratn bags 
aro made from. Cut this In eighteen- 
Inch lengths nnd wide enough to go 
around the Jaws of the horse comfor- 
tably loose,* Cut two oval airholes 
three by four Inches, braid the edges 



.Httirtitifc m Flower Garden, 

Spring Is the tltne Svhcn tho average 
amateur flower gardener makes hia 
worst mistakes. Too often ho buys 
seed which". ho does not handle proper- 
ly, with the results that bare spots In 
tho garden allow where ho expected 
beautiful blossoms'. Tlio young plants 
that he expected to flower nro killed by 
the hot sun or choked under heavy or 
dry soli, 

Tho nmateur who would rival ths 
professional -florist In tho radiance of 
his garden, should make n start now 
by sowing the seed of many kinds of 
showy annuals In boxes or pots, to bo 
kept Indoors for awhile. Tho boxes 
ahould have holes for drainage In the 
bottom, but ahould not bo ao open as 
to keep tbo soil dry. Ordinary garden 
aoli may be used In tlio bottom, hut at 
the top there should be a lighter, soil, 
well mixed. The small seed should be 
sown on the surface ; thun tlrm soil 
spread over .them nnd pressed down, 
but not so hard nn to cause the soil to 
bake. Coarse seed can best be planted 
In llttlo drills, or each seed pressed 
down Into the soil, and tho whole cov- 
ered with n thin Inycr of earth, ae 
with .the small seed. The soil should 
be gently sprinkled with water Imme- 
diately after tho planting. Only tho 
quantity of witter which the soli can 
absorb without becoming soggy should 
bo given, Tho box should bo watered 
subsequently whenever the soil becomes 
dry n llttlo below the surface. 

It is n good practice to sow tho seed 
In rows, ob tills enables tlie soil to be 
stirred to prevent It from baking. The 
box should be set. by the window nnd 
given plenty of light, hut at the same 
time shielded from the hot sun. When 
tho plants have grown to n fair size, II 
will bo warm enough outdoors to set 
then i out In the . garden. Only the 
stronger .plants should bo chosen foi 
replanting. Agortuma, sweet nlyssum, 
siinpdrnpjonB, hcllotropea, lobelios, nas- 
turtiums and verbenas can bo treated 
successfully this way. .

In almost every herd of swine there 
la one or more that Is Inclined to scale 
fences and usually Is more successful' In 
breaking the fence down than In get- 
ting over It.

Then white- 
wash It thoroughly, Then use' liisuct 
powder In all cracks and crevices. 

Wash down the roosts with kerosene 
oil, ' whitewash them and sprinkle in-. 
Beet powder, over them. After you think 
everything Is clean then use a liberal 
•prlnklliig of carbolic acid, well diluted.

The following ration and Its varia- 
tions or substitutes havo been fouud 
profitable, yet not expensive : The first 
one Is perhaps nioro nearly n' balanced 
ration than the other. It consists of 
twenty pounds of clover hay, eight 
pounds of corn and cob meal and two 
pounds of cottonseed meal, Tho other 
Is composed, of ten pounds of alfalfa or 
of cow pen buy, ten pounds ot corn 
stover, eight pounds of corn and two 
pounds of bran. lit sections where 
neither clover, alfalfa. or eowpca liny 
Is obtainable, anil a mixed of timothy 
liny or corn fodder Is used, the. bal- 
ance may bo maintained by Increasing 
the quuntlry of the concentrated foods, 
whether brim, oats, gluten meal or cot- 
tonseed meal; It Is ah excellent plan, 
to experiment wilh the different ra- 
tions until one Is obtained which gives 
the desired results. *

Hudson Strait Navigation. 

The Dominion government sent an 
expedition to Hudson Bay In the 
spring of 1301, under the auspices of 
the Northwest Mounted Police and the 
Marine .Department, for the purpose ot 
establishing police posts to enforce- 
the jurisdiction of the Dominion and 
also to determine tho length of time 
during which Hudson Strait can be 
safely navigated. The probability of 
the completion of railway construc- 
tion to Hudson Bay within tho next 
few years makes It especially Impor- 
tant to ascertain how many months 
this route can be utilized by steamers 
for grain shipment. 

Major Moodle, who was la charge of 
the police patrol r has Just returned to 
Ottawa, He reports that In his Judg- 
ment navigation of Hudson Strait Is 
Htife, bo far as freedom from Ice Ib con* 
cerned, for at least four months of the. 
year, and that with the strait property 
charted and with light houses and bea- 
cons along the route there is nothing 
to prevent the successul operation ol 
a steamship line from Churchill, Hud- 
son Bay, to Liverpool, England, during 
the months of July, August, Septem- 
ber and October.
